gation. 
The ground water volume has 
been rising steadily since this 
vast area, formerly an arid des­ 
ert region, was opened to farm­ 
ing by giant irrigation projects. 


Mrs. Her Dougherty, 
whose 
ranch apparently is situated in 
the center of the quake zone, said 
she was so frightened at first by 
the sharp shocks which began 
about the first of the year that 
she was “ready to pack up and 
leave.” 
She calmed down, 
however, 
and now is keeping a diary of 
the land’s rumbling fidgets for 
the Geological Survey. She has 
recorded 94 tremors since Jan. 
18. An earlier report to the Uni­

In some instances, however, 
the proc ess may b e slowed down. 
And here is where we men can 
take a tip from the women. 
Thinning of the hair is prob ­ 
ab ly more common in women 
than in men, b ut how many b ald 
women have you seen? There are 
some all right—a Chicago wig­ 
m aker has estim ated the numb er 
a t half a million in America-^b ut 
the num b er of totally b ald wom­ 
en is far less than the numb er of 
completely b ald men. 


R easons Are Known 


There are reasons for this, and 
we know what some of them ^re. 
First, the layer Of scalp fat, 
which we discussed earlier, is 
more ab undant in women, and 
wastes away at a much slower 
pace. 
Second, and prob ab ly more im­ 
portant to you, is the fact that 
women give more attention to 
their hair than do most of you 
men. 
Early loss of hair is frequently 
preceded b y excessive dandruff, 
and here you can do something 
that m ight help you save your 
hair. or at least keep It a little 
longer.

Keep your hair clean, b ut don’t 
overwash it. If you put w ater on 
your hair too frequently, it re­ 
moves the natural oil from your 
hair and scalp. 
While there are no set rules for 
washing your hair, I think every 
five to seven days is enough. Cer­ 
tainly do it at least once a 
month. 
Usually, shampooing with a 
liquid soap is advisab le. Follow 
this with a good rinsing. For a 
rinse, use a diluted vinegar solu­ 
tion. You can make this b y add­ 
ing one teaspoonful of vinegar to 
every glass of water. 


Brush Every Night 
Brushing your hair and scalp 
every night to get rid of the dirt 
and scales is helpful. But you 
must b e careful you do not b rush 
so vigorously that you injure 
your scalp. 
Massage your scalp for three to 
five minutes each night. This will 
not only b ring a feeling of com­ 
fort, b ut It might help stim ulate 
circulation, which might help 
overcome the causes for your 
b aldness.

RAILROADS’ DILEMMA 
FIGHTING AGAINST trends which are 
inim ical to railroad revenues, President 
F re d G. Gurley of the Santa Fe objects to 
President Eisenhower’s 10-year highway 
program involving $101 billion. Gurley isn’t 
convinced that the nation's highways are 
in the deplorable condition frequently pic­ 
tured, and he finds the financing p l a n 
questionable. 
A more pressing need today, he said, is 
relief of traffic congestion in urban areas. 
Gurley takes pot shots at governm ent 
program s and policies w h i c h subsidize 
competitors of the railroads while at the 
sam e time restricting railroads in their ef­ 
forts to m eet competition of truck lines, 
airlines and inland w ater transportation 
system . 
He contends that competitors of the rail­ 
roads, none of which can now qualify as an 
infant iridustry, should pay adequate user 
charges for services, facilities and right of 
w ay provided for their use by the govern­ 
m ent. Then, if the rails were “ deregulat­ 
e d '’ to the plane of their competitors, they 
could compete on an even basis. 
That the railroads have been put at a 
disadvantage by recent developments isn’t 
debatable. And the national security de­ 
m ands health railroads—for heavy tra n s­ 
portation, at least. 


George E. Sokol sky s 
These Days 


The fact is astounding that Billy G ra­ 
ham, the evangelist, could fill Madison 
Square Garden in New York with an esti­ 
m ated 5,000 standing on the street, on a 
cold, wintry day, listening to a loud speak­ 
er. Although about 25,000 people is not an 
enormous num ber in ratio to the total pop­ 
ulation of New York, it is larger than a 
prize-fight, a basketball game, or a polit­ 
ical speech draws in this city. 
The question m ust then arise: 
Why is 
Billy G raham so popular? 
The answ er is quite simple: He talks re ­ 
ligion. Too m any clergymen, in their ser­ 
mons these days, do not talk religion. They 
talk about everything else. They review 
books of tem porary value; 
they review 
Broadway plays; they are am ateur psychi­ 
atrists; they go in for social action; they 
turn the pulpit into a political forum. But 
they do not talk of m an ’s relations to God 
and of the evil of sin and of 
the 
conse­ 
quences of infractions of the m oral law. 
And except for the very few who 
pos­ 
sess extraordinary histrionic and forensic 
talents and the other few who do, excep­ 
tionally, devote them seves to the task of 
being God’s m essengers, their sermons be­ 
come tiresom e and are often trite, and the 
congregants find golf m ore amusing or 
give themselves a few hours to “ Do It 
Yourself” occupations at home. 
That is why Billy G raham draws s u c h 
crowds. The m an is not a great preacher, 
in the style, let us say, of Henry Ward 
Beecher, but he reaches the conscience of 
an era that seeks God all over again. 
The clergy of all denominations might 
learn something from the phenomenon of 
Billy G raham , just as they might h a v e 
learned something from Bishop Fulton 
Sheen or N orm an Vincent Peale. I have 
heard Catholics criticize Bishop Sheen for 
being a showman, but he reaches m en’s 
minds and hearts and they understand 
what he says and they find comfort and 
guidance in his ministrations. 
I once had quite a quarrel with a P ro t­ 
estant clergym an over Norman Vincent 
Peale. This clergym an arbitrarily insisted 
that Peale was not a Christian because he 
did not preach his particular brand. The 
clergym an, incidentally, preferred Com­ 
munism to Catholicism, although he 
ab­ 
horred both. So I m ade the point that Peale 
—this was before his astounding success as 
an author and on radio and television— 
could fill his church with people who would 
not go elsewhere. 
In our disturbed period, men and women 
turn to God for peace and comfort. They 
want to hear God’s word. Call it escapism, 
if you please, but they are not escaping to 
voluptuousness and drunkenness. They are 
escaping from the unreality of fear of the 
atom to the reality, for them, of the life 
eternal. It is a wholesome response to the 
challenge of the confusions of our times. 
For many, who have been lost in the maze 
of argum entation and confusion, it opens a 
door to a new and rich experience. 
The churches of God are not public for­ 
ums nor are they substitute pews for the 
couch of the psychoanalyst. The clergy are 
not im portant as editorial w riters who 
read complex studies on social problems. 
There are others t,o perform such wonders. 
The following paragraph was issued by an 
important religious denomination:

Reasons For Baldness

WHAT can you do to prevent 
baldness? 
U nfortunately, toe answ er to 
this tantalizing question is in 
m any cases sim ply: “Nothing.’' 
In some instances, however, 
the process m ay be slowed down. 
And here is where we m en can 
take a tip from the women. 
T hinning of the hair is prob­ 
ably m ore com m on in women 
th an In m en, but how m any bald 
women have you seen? There are 
some all right—a Chicago wig­ 
m aker has estim ated the num ber 
a t half a m illion in A m erica-^but 
the num ber of totally bald wom­ 
en is fa r less th a n th e num ber of 
com pletely bald m en. 
Reasons Are Known 


There are reasons for this, and 
we know w hat some of them /ire. 
First, the layer bf scalp fat, 
which we discussed earlier, is 
more ab u n d an t in women, and 
wastes away a t a much slower 
pace. 
Second, and probably more im ­ 
p o rtan t to you, is toe fact th a t 
women give m ore atten tio n to 
th eir hair th a n do m ost of you 
m en.

C er­ 
tainly do it a t least once a 
m onth. 
Usually, sham pooing w ith a 
liquid soap is advisable.

“ A need long overdue”

gave his ap p roval to a newly p ro­ 
p osed retirem ent act for Ohio jud­ 
ges. 
“ Ohio is one of the few states 
In the country whith no p ension 
sy stem for its judges,” Judge 
Radcliff 
p ointed 
out. 
“ Many 
judges have to continue on the 
bench bey ond retirem ent age be­ 
cause there is no p ension sy s­ 
tem .” 
Briefly , the p lan introduced to the 
Ohio legislature is this: a judge, 
p articip ating in the p lan, will con­ 
tribute 6 p er cent of his salary ; 
when he reaches the age of 60 or 
older and has 12 y ears of service, 
he will receive a p ension equal 
to 25 p er cent of his salary . 
Additional judicial service will 
entitle the judge to a greater an­ 
nuity , up to 40 p er cent of his sal­ 
ary .

♦ 
UNLIKE 
MOST of the states 
where judges are not required to 
p ay into the fund, financing will 
follow the p rocedure of the p resent 
p ublic emp loy es retirem ent sy s­ 
tem . In this, the em p loy er and 
emp loy e each contribute to the 
fund. 
There is no comp ulsory retire­ 
m ent. However, eligible disabled 
judges will be able to retire with 
reasonable security , according to 
the p lan.

The p am p hlet doesn’t ex p lain all 
the laws and regulations. But, as 
the director ex p lained, it doesn’t 
have to. It is divided into three 
divisions—one handbook for carry 
out beer and wine p erm it holders, 
another for beer and wine by -the- 
drink p erm it holders, and the third 
for tavern, night club and p rivate 
clubs. 
In 1954, 35 p erm its w ere revoked, 
and the susp ension p enalties given 
others totaled 16,665 day s—or m ore 
than 45 y ears of lost business! 
Y ear after y ear, am ong the 70 or 
so m ost com m on charges against 
p erm it 
holders, 
the 
sam e 
half- 
dozen or so violations lead the list. 
They include: 
Sunday sales, sales to m inors 
and em p loy m ent of m inors, un­ 
lawful p ossesssion and sales, after­ 
hour sales and consum p tion, gam b­ 


ling devices and allowing gam ing 
and wagering, and insanitary con­ 
ditions. 
“ The overwhelm ing m ajority of 
p erm it holders do not p urp osely 
violate the law s,” B ry ant ex p lain­ 
ed. “ Many of them don’t under­ 
stand the laws, and w e’re try ing 
to tell them in p lain language just 
what the laws are and how they 
can keep out of trouble.” 
Another step in this direction is 
bi-monthly news letters sent out 
by the dep artm ent’s p ublic rela­ 
tions section. These letters tell of 
new laws affecting p erm it holders, 
court decisions and other im p or­ 
tant data. 
Under the p lan to have m ax i­ 
m um coop eration with local en­ 
forcem ent 
agencies, 
the 
d ep art’ 
m ent has begun training classes 
in several sections of the state 
with local p olice officials. 
“ We have only 80 enforcem ent 
agents,” said B ry ant. “ That fig­ 
ures out to about 
% of a m an p er 
county . On the other hand, there 
are mor( than 10,000 local law en­ 
forcem ent officers in the sta te .” 
“ Some p olice dep artm nts have 
been lax in enforcing liquor regu­ 
lations. All the money from the 
sale of p erm its goes back into 
cities, villages and township s. That 
am ounts to about 
8 million dollars 
a y ear. 
“ With the sm allest enforcem ent 
unit in Ohio, y ou m ight say I am 
arm ed with a w ater p istol while 
local officials have cannons. All 
of us m ust work together for better 
enforcem ent.”

Soil Organic Matter Important 
Soil organic m atter is im p ortant, 
say s Don A rcher, local soil conser­ 
vationist for the U. S, Soil Conser­ 
vation Service. Pickaw ay County 
farm ers will find it much easier to 
p rep are a good seed bed this sp ring 
where the soil contains p lenty of 
organic m atter. 
According to A rcher, such soil 
will be less subject to p uddling 
and crusting under wet condi- 
tions. Also soil m oisture will be 
m ore easily retained during the 
sum m er dry p eriods where the 
organic m atter content is high. 
Sufficient organic m atter in the 
soil will encourage deep er rooting 
of p lants. Soil aeration will be im ­ 
p roved and the soil’s resistance to 
erosion increased. In addition, fer- 


ows, A rcher adds, is still the m ost 
p ractical way of building up this or­ 
ganic m atter in the soil. To m ain­ 
tain and im p rove the organic m at­ 
te r content and tilth of our culti­ 
vated soils, land should rem ain in 
grasses and legum es for two or 
m ore y ears at a tim e.

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Retirement Fund For Judges Proposed Before Legislature 


Judge Radcliff 
Says Proposal 
'Long Overdue' 


Ohio Is One Of Few 
States In Country 
Without Pensions 


(First of a series) 
“A need long overdue” is the 
way Pickaway County Common 
Pleas Judge William D. Radcliff 
gave his approval to a newly pro­ 
posed retirement act for Ohio jud­ 
ges. 
“Ohio is one of the few states 
in the country whith no pension 
system for its judges,” Judge 
Radcliff 
pointed 
out. 
“Many 
judges have to continue on the 
bench beyond retirement age be* 
cause there is no pension sys* 
tem.” 
Briefly, the plan introduced to the 
Ohio legislature is this: a judge, 
participating in the plan, will con­ 
tribute 6 per cent of his salary: 
when he reaches the age of 60 or 
older and has 12 years of service, 
he will receive a pension equal 
to 25 per cent of his salary. 
Additional judicial service will 
entitle the judge to a greater an­ 
nuity, up to 40 per cent of his sal­ 
ary.

* 
• 
UNLIKE MOST of the states 
where judges are not required to 
pay into the fund, financing will 
follow the procedure of the present 
public employes retirement sys­ 
tem. In this, the employer and 
employe each contribute to the 
fund. 
There is no compulsory retire­ 
ment. However, eligible disabled 
judges will be able to retire with 
reasonable security, according to 
the plan. 
Here is a comparison with 
other states in relationship to the 
proposal for Ohio: 
CaUfornia-pension, 50 per cent of 
last salary; contribution of judges, 
2 1-2 percent. 
Connecticut-pension, $10,000; con­ 
tribution, none.

Ohio’s 
proposal — 25 to 40 
per cent of salary; contribution, 6 
per cent. 
Rhode Island-75 per cent of last 
salary; contribution, none. 
Tennessee-100 per cent of last sal­ 
ary; contribution, none. 
Virginia-75 per cent of last sal­ 
ary; contribution, up to 3 per cent. 
The retirement proposal is part 
of a four-point program. The other 
sections include:

Ohio Liquor Law Chieftain 
Tightens Enforcement Plan 


COLUMBUS, Ohio GT'—A three- 
pronged instrument designed to lay 
the groundwork for the “best liq­ 
uor enforcement program in the 
United States” rolls into its final 
stages next week. 
It’s a long-range program of con­ 
trol, education 
and cooperation, 
and one that reaches all the way 
from the liquor director right down 
to your neighborhood tavern. 
Liquor Director William C. Bry­ 
ant outlined the plan this way: 
1. Strengthening the enforcement 
division, by (a) training schools 
for enforcement agents and (b) 
adding new personnel. 
2. Educating the permit holders 
through simplified explanations of 
Ohio laws and liquor regulations. 
3. Maximum cooperation with 
local law enforcement officials. 
“We can never hope to have 
enough liquor enforcement agents 
to police the state,” said Bryant. 
"But by new methods of instruc­ 
tion and refresher courses cover­ 
ing every field, we can have a 
stronger enforcement division.” 
A 10-day training school held 
here in February for 26 men start­ 
ed one phase of the overall pro­ 
gram.

The Ohio liquor department, with 
a 1954 sales record of nearly 191 
million dollars, is a complex state­ 
wide operation governed by a mass 
of laws and regulations. 
The pamphlet doesn’t explain all 
the laws and regulations. But, as 
the director explained, it doesn’t 
have to. It is divided into three 
divisions—one handbook for carry 
out beer and wine perm it holders, 
another for beer and wine by-the- 
drink permit holders, and the third 
for tavern, night club and private 
clubs. 
In 1954, 35 permits were revoked, 
and the suspension penalties given 
others totaled 16.665 days—or more 
than 45 years of lost business! 
Year after year, among the 70 or 
so most common charges against 
permit holders, the same half- 
dozen or so violations lead the list. 
They include: 
Sunday sales, sales to minors 
and employment of minors, un­ 
lawful possesssion and sales, after­ 
hour sales and consumption, gamb­ 


ling devices and allowing gaming 
and wagering, and insanitary con­ 
ditions. 
“ The overwhelming majority of 
permit holders do not purposely 
violate the laws,” Bryant explain­ 
ed. “ Many of them don’t under­ 
stand the laws, and we’re trying 
to tell them in plain language just 
w’hat the laws are and how they 
can keep out of trouble.” 
Another step in this direction is 
bi-monthly news letters sent out 
by the departm ent’s public rela­ 
tions section. These letters tell of 
new laws affecting permit holders, 
court decisions and other im por­ 
tant data. 
Under the plan to have m axi­ 
mum cooperation with local en­ 
forcement agencies, the depart’ 
ment has begun training classes 
in several sections of the state 
with local police officials. 
“We have only 80 enforcement 
agents,” said Bryant. “That fig­ 
ures out to about % of a man per 
county. On the other hand, there 
are more than 10,000 local law en­ 
forcement officers in the state.” 
“ Some police departmnts have 
been lax in enforcing liquor regu­ 
lations. All the money from the 
sale of permits goes back into 
cities, villages and townships. That 
amounts to about 8 million dollars 
a year. 
“ With the smallest enforcement 
unit in Ohio, you might say I am 
armed with a water pistol while 
local officials have cannons. All 
of us must work together for better 
enforcement.”
